The latest play of Mr. Cosmo Hamilton, a dramatization 
of his novel, is properly named—‘“‘Scandal.” It is a scandal 
to the American theatre going public. Yet the press declares 
that it is the sensation of the theatrical world. Mr. Hamilton 
gives the philosophy of the play and conveys his notions of 
Christian Morality in these words: “When man was firs' 
created he was saddled with certain passions which, as Shop- 
enhauer Was suggested, are ‘constantly clamoring for satis- 
‘faction.’ He has been governed by these emotions since the 
beginning of time and will remain governed by them forever 

’ efter. Civilization, science, human progress and enlighten- 
ment will never alter the force of these passions in the slight- 
est degree; we have them, and they will continue to dominate 
us and there is nothing to do but to submit to their superior 
power.” 

This is a frank plea for barnyard morality. It is true, 
as Mr. Hamilton says, that we are saddled with certain pas- 
sions,” and equally true, ac Shopenhauer suggests, that ‘‘the) 
are constantly clamoring for satisfaction.” They were not 
saddied on man at the time of his creation. They are the re- 
sult of his fall. The Apostle of the Gentiles warns us that 
the “flesh lusteth against the spirit and the spirit against the 
flesh.” The saints who reached the exalted state of perfec- 
tion réteined their capacity for all human emotions and their 
sensibilities were subject to the ordinary laws, but in them 
the love of God controlled the mental images which excite the 

* passions and directed all their emotions to His active service. 
The saints passed through what Saint John calls the “night 
of the serises,” after which their eyes were open to a clearer 
light. Unbridled passions cause all the moral ruin and most 
of the physica! and social evils which afflict men. The two 
contending elements, which Saint Pau! calls the flesh and the 
spirit, are often at variance with each other in their inclina 
tions and desires. If harmony be established and preserved 
in the individual it is necessary that the spirit rule the flesh. 
This can be done only by the grace of God. We have the 
authority of Saint Paul that this grace will not be wanting 
It is man’s duty to contro] and regulate his passions b) 
and a strong will. Reason and will can do little if they 
not aided by the grace of God. 

We remember Mr. Cosmo Hamilton. He came to our 
hospitable shores from his home in England some fey 
ago to tell us about marriage. He wears the Socialist 
shirt and unstarched collar. His hair is Socialisticly 
and he has the Fabian trick of taking himself seriously. Mr. 
Hamilton preaches the gospel of Socialism. There is no room 
for the grace of God in the economy of Socialism. His play is 
an insult to womankind. He intimates that the average 
woman is immoral! but is a hypocrite. He heroizes Beatrix 
because she is a “game sport” and “she is entirely natural 
and free from any semblance of hypocrisv.”’ Natural virtue 
is all that appeals to Mr. Hamilton. He would canonize a 
man who loved his dog and beat his wife. Beatrix was wicked 
but no hypocrite. The same can be said of Judas Iscariot 
The dissolute woman who peddles her virtue on the public 
streets is not a hypocrite. She would make an l hy 
for Mr. Cosmo Hamilton.—PB.
